The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed at methods and apparatus for encoding of metal welding wire with information 
pertaining and for controlling welding apparatus and process based on information extracted 
form the welding wire. Marking a welding wire, regardless of complicatedness of the marker, is 
generally known in the art as previously cited references disclose. However, the cited 

15 references, taken alone or in combination, fail to show or fairly teach the specific method and 
apparatus for arc welding wherein coded information includes a magnetic code having a plurality 
of code segments or binary code, and the method for utilizing such information.
